It is said she may be de 
prived permanently of the use of her 
right hand, which was burned altnoBt to 
a crisp. 
She was the mother of four 
children and supported them by* doing 
family washings. 
At the time of the fire 
there was a six months old baby in the 
house and it was saved by a neighbor, 
who grabbed it from a couch which had 
become ignited from the burning dress of 
its sister.

F. M Atland. 
Postmaster Atland^ and 
his daughter, Catherine, are in a serious 
condition. 
The others who partook of 
the candy and were made ill, are Bailey 
Spohr and Robert Smith, R. *D. carriers, 
and Helen Spohr and Maude Klugh, two 
school children, who were treated by the 
postmaster’s daughter. 
The candy, a box 
of home-made fudge, was received by 
Postmaster Atland Friday morning. He 
treated his daughter and the two mail 
carriers. Several other persons were of 
fered the candy, but refused. The post­ 
master’s wife refused to eat any, becom­ 
ing suspicion when she was told that the 
person ,vho sent the candy was unknown 
to him. Detectives have been put on the 
case and an investigation is being made. 


Mountain lions have been discovered in 
the vicinity of Fannettsburg, in tbe north 
western part of Franklin county. Sever­ 
al days a«o one of the'beasts chased a res­ 
ident of that section 
Frank Gordon, liv­

Democratic forces in charge of tariff 
revision in the senate slightly yielded 
to the demands lor hearings upon tariff 
schedules. 


In addition to the permission given 
all interested persons to file further 
stall monts with the finance commit­ 
tee, Senator Simmons conceded to a 
group of western senators the right to 
appear 
and 
give 
their 
arguments 
against the free wool and free sugar 
provisions that have been, agreed to 
by the Democrats of the house. 


A full meeting of the senate finance 
committee is to be held. Republican 
senators will then renew the demand 
that general open hearings be given. 
The attitude of the majority of the 
Democratic members of the committee 
is against this, however. 
They say 
that such a course would delay tariff 
revision, and that no arguments would 
be brought forth that have not already 
been adduced in the hearings before 
the house committee, or in the briefs 
filed with the senate committee. 


The Underwood tariff bill, as finally 
approved aud revised by the caucus 
of house Democrats, was reported fa­ 
vorably in the house by the ways aud 
means committee. 
Republican mem­ 
bers filed a dissenting report, criticis­ 
ing its rates and the method of re­ 
vision followed by the Democrats. 


The bill will be expedited through 
the house by limitation of debate. The 
Republicans are figuring on seyeral 
amendments to be proposed in addi­ 
tion to the proposed substitutes for 
the Underwood wool and cotton sched­ 
ules. 


The senate Democratic leaders have 
given up hope of 
having the bill 
brought into the senate in the form of 
separate schedules. It has been deter­ 
mined that the measure will be con­ 
sidered as a whole bill in the senate, 
as it will be in the house. 


The hearing to be granted to the 
senators from Rocky mountain and 
Pacific coast states, upon the wool and 
sugar issues, is expected to develop 
the full strength of the opposition to 
the bill and to give the finance com­ 
mittee 
definite 
information 
as 
to 
whether or not it will be necessary to 
restore any of the duty on either of 
these schedules. v- 


According to information the Louis­ 
iana, Kansas and Nebraska anti-free 
sugar forces had not been included in 
the invitation given for the finance 
committee hearing. 


President Wilson told callers that he 
believed the low rates of the tariff 
bill justified, even though not permit­ 
ting of many further cuts for reci­ 
procity 
agreements.

told his visitors he thought the pri­ 
mary considration was the advantage 
of the consumer and not necesiaiily 
the retention of tactical advantage for 
future negotiation of reciprocity agree­ 
ments.

dence against him, broke down and 
admitted that he did the killing. 


He confessed that he stabbed Hol­ 
land to death in a shanty near Tower 
City on Monday a week ago, during a 
free-for-all fight. 
Bingo declares that 
Holland rushed at him and that he 
stabbed him in the abdomen in self- 
defense, the 
victim of 
the butcher 
knife, which he used, dyig almost in­ 
stantly. 
Since the crime Bingo has 
been in the county prison awaiting a 
hearing.

Charles Decker in his efforts to induce 
Barbara Smith, sixteen years old, to

Decker, who claims to be a vaude­ 
ville actor, was held in $500 bail to 
await trial 
The father of the girl 
made a rush for the prisoner and tried 
to strike him. Officers interfered and 
for a moment the court room was in 
an uproar. In the midst of the excite­ 
ment the girl fainted.

as she was being put to death. 


The woman attacked her husband 
following a quarrel. 
The negro mob 
is the first on record to execute sum­ 
mary vengeance 
upon a woman of 
their own race, so far as is known 
in Strander, 


Ate Poisonous Herb; Dies. 


Strolling on the shore of the Sub 
quehanna river, near Lanesboro, Pu„ 
Miss Amy Burhight, thirty-five yean 
old, and Albert Denny picked what 
they thought was arbutus and munch 
ed the leaves. 


The couple became violently ill bo 
foer returning from their walk, and 
the next day Miss Burhight died. The 
physicians say the supposed arbutur 
was in reality a poisonous herb, and 
that Miss Burhight unknowingly com 
mitted suicide by swallowing the juice 
of the leaves.

PEACE CAME AT LUNCHEON 


The Two Clseped Hands, Broke Bread 


Together and Then Issued State­ 
ments, 


Champ Clark and William J. Bryan 
have wept on each other's shoulders 
and made up. 
After elaborate nego­ 
tiations, covering several days, the 
two 
were 
brought 
together at a 
luncheon in Washington for the first 
time since the falling out at the Bal 
timore convention which resulted in 
the overthrow of the Clark boom and 
the nomination of Woodrow Wilson 
The two clasped hands, broke bread 
together and issued statements. 


The 
Bryan 
statement 
is 
plainly 
apologetic. The secrotary of state sayi 
in effect: 


“You w'ere all right, Champ; it was 
the company you were keeping that 1 
objected to.” 


The speaker in his statement con 
cedes nothing, except that Mr. Bryan 
now has done all that he can do to 
repair the injury inflicted at the Bal 
timore convention. 


Here is the Bryan statement: 
“My meeting with Mr. Clark haa 
served to clear up a misunderstand 
ing as to my exact position toward him 
at the Baltimore convention. 
I hav« 
tried to make it clear to Mr. Clark 
that I have always regarded and dc 
now regard him as a good, clean, pro 
gressive Democrat. 
If my language 
at Baltimore created any impression 
that I was charging Mr. Clark with be 
ing in sympathy with any of the re 
actionary forces I am glad of the op 
portunity to correct any such miscon 
struction of my words or acts, for 1 
did not intend to reflect upon either 
the personal or political Integrity ol 
the speaker. 
It is my earnest wish 
that there may be cordial co-operation 
between the state department and th« 
speaker in carrying out the policies oi 
the administration.” 


Here is Clark's statement: 
“It is beyond the power of Colonel 
Bryan or any ono, else to correct th« 
injustice that was done me at Balti­ 
more. 
The loss of the presidential 
nomination was a small thing as com 
paced to the injury done to my repu 
tation in the eyes of the world, but 
now that Colonel Bryan in his public 
statement has done what he can to 
remove the injurious impression that 
was created by his Baltimore speechei 
I feel that we can all better co-operate 
for the good of the administration. 1 
can only repeat what I have publicly 
declared time and time again, that all 
personal 
or 
selfish 
consideration! 
must give way to the duty that all 
Democrats owe to our party and to 
our country.” 


Bryan's statement had been submit 
ted to Clark and Clark's to Bryan, and 
each had been O. K.d by the other be­ 
fore the formal meeting and the hand­ 
shake took place. The reconciliation 
of the commoner and the speaker took 
place at a luncheon given by Ira E 
Bennett, editor of 
the 
Washington 
Post, in a private dining room at the 
New Willard hotel. The passing of the 
peace pipe was the result of effort* 
by Mr. Bennett and Theodore A. Bell, 
of California. 


The harsh feelings between Clark 
and Bryan have been one of the dan 
ger spots in the Democratic situation 
The speaker came out of the Balti

Unburied Body Found 


After Half-Century 


Gettysburg. April 21.—Muto testimony 
to one of the many tragedies of the Battle 
of Gettysburg v\as found today in the wild 
mountain region eight miles west of town, 
¡.when the body of a Confederate soldier, 
with muih of his equipment, was discov­ 
ered under almost a foot of leaf mould, 
the accumulation of half a century. 
Tho 
find was made by Clarence Will, while 
surveying a tract of land seldom traversed 
save by hunters. 
He was first attracted 
to it when he stepped on the barrel of the 
old musket 
Digging away the leaves, he 
found the hammer and lock and the 
trade-marks showing tho English mane 
gun, which was much used in the Con 
federate army. 
A belt-buckle, part of a 
canteen, several dozen minnie bulls and 
other equipment were found upon further 
search, and, finally, a shoe was discover­ 
ed 
All were close together between two 
huge rocks, and would possibly never 
have been discovered had not the survey­ 
or's line chanced to run over the spot. 
All the woolen and cloth portions had 
long since decayed, and the body of the 
man to whom they belonged had long 
since decomposed where it fell. 
A flat­ 
tened bullet bore testimony to the man­ 
ner in wnich he met his death. 
The two 
large rocks are an eminence which com­ 
mands a view for 20 miles or more, and 
overlooks the route of Lee's retreat after 
the battle. 
A rear guard followed the 
Confederate army. 
Kilpatrick’s Union 
Cavalry pursued over the same ground, 
and the theory is that the Confederate 
skirmisher was standing on one of the 
rocks when struck by a Union bullet.

Another valuable manuscript that 
was about to be destroyed, after being 
smothered in dust for over two cen­ 
turies In a moth-eaten coffer, was the 
famous Journal *of his Italian Travels 
written by Montaigne. 
This is now 
looked upon as one of the greatest of 
French literary treasures. 


A decorator at work in a room of 
Lincoln's Inn in London was one day 
preparing to repaint the celling, when 
a bundle of the state papers of Thur- 
low fell out from a false panel. 


For over two hundred years Milton's 
Commonplace Book, wherein wrere en­ 
tered the rough notes and plans of all 
his poems, was lost; but finally it turn­ 
ed up in the garret of a neglected 
house in London. 


One of the mo«t highly prized manu­ 
scripts of recent times was rescued 
Just in time from -a cupboard in 
a 
house where the poet had for some­ 
time lived as a bachelor. 
This was 
the manuscript of “In 
Memoriam,” 
and it was to the poet himself that 
the recovery was due; for he remem­ 
bered that the book wherein he had 
transcribed the original draft had \ 
been hastily thrust Into the cupboard, 
where Tennyson alao had been accus­ 
tomed to keep his pickles and jams. 
When the friends sent by the poet to 
recover the manuscript arrived on 
the scene, the contents of the cup­ 
board had been removed by the land­ 
lady, who was Just then engaged in 
her task of house cleaning, and tartly 
advised her visitors that they 
had 
come none too soon, inasmuch as she 
would that day have burnt all the 
“trash” she had found.—The Sunday 
Magazine.

BELGIANWORKERS 
BEGINjlCSTRIKE 


Industrial Movement For Man­ 
hood Suffrage Starts. 


MAY TIE-UP THE COUNTRY 


Leaders Say From 300,000 to 500,000 
Quit and That Ail Industries Will Be 
Affected. 


The vast political strike, planned 
by the Belgium Socialist Trade Union, 
ig no won in full force. 


Unlike most strikes, the movement 
is not for an increase in wages or a 
betterment of working conditions; it 
is in protest against the refusal of 
the government to grant the workers 
manhood 
suffrage 
and against the 
present system of plural voting. 


The first workmen to take part in 
the strike were the night shifts of the 
mines and mills throughout the coun­ 
try. They left the various plants in 
charge of a few caretakers, told off by 
the Socialist leaders to keep the prop 
erty from deterioration. 


The leaders say that from 300,000 to 
500,000 men have quit and that all in­ 
dustries of the country will be affect­ 
ed. There were numerous exceptions 
to the general walkout in many dis 
tricts. The strike is complete in such 
places as the mining districts, but is 
scarcely discernible in some localities. 


In the city of Brussels itself the 
strike must be looked for to be found. 
Probably one-fourth of the workmen 
in the suburban factories did not re­ 
port for work. The Socialist commit­ 
tee estimated that 20^000 men had 
struck in the capital. 


Reports from the provinces tell of 
complete or nearly complete stoppage 
of work at Liege, Charleroi Mons, La 
Louviere and small cities. 
At Mons 
there are 40,000 strikers and at La 
Louviere 2G,000, most of them belong­ 
ing to the metal, carriage building and 
tobacco trades. At the great seaport 
of Antwerp the strike did not appear 
until late in the day, and then only 
affected a part of the dork laborers. 
The movement has extended to other 
branches. Everything is quiet at Ant­ 
werp. 


The suspension of work at the coal 
mines in the Charleroi district was 
complete. Sufficient men remained at 
tbeir posts to keep the machinery in 
good order and the pumps working. 
The metal workers of the same vicin­ 
ity have only partially quit, but it is 
understood that the remainder of the 
men in this trade will lay down their 
tools. 


Twenty strikers were arrested at 
Charleroi for interfering with work­ 
ers. 
The total number on strike in 
that city is 60,000 out of 79,000 em­ 
ployes in the various trades. 


At La Louviere the miners1 .strike 
was general. 
All the factories there 
closed their doors except a pottery, 
which was running full force. 
The 
street cars were operated as usual 
during the forenoon, as the strike of 
the 
motormen and conductors was 
timed to begin in the evening. Some 
attempts were made to cut telegraph 
wires in the vicinity of La Louviere. 


The stoppage of work at Tournai 
was only partial in the quarries and 
coal mines. At the factories nearly the 
full complement of workers went into 
the shops.

Hongkong University. 


The Hongkong university is now in 
full operation. 
It has seventy* under­ 
graduates in residence, which is many 
more than the sponsors of the school 
had even hoped for. 
The university 
consequently begins its career under 
encouraging circumstances. 
Some of 
the students enrolled, writes a con­ 
sular agent, have been transferred 
fronj the college of medicine—students 
who may be regarded as doing second, 
third or fourth year work. The major­ 
ity of the first year students have 
elected to be trained in engineering 
science, and, in fact, one-half of the 
total number matriculated, including 
the number entering from the college 
of medicine, are students in the tech­ 
nical courses. It was the chief object 
of the founders of the university to 
train Chinese along technical lines; 
to graduate men as engineers for wa­ 
terworks, for 
the 
development of 
mines and the extension of railways 
in China. There are already demands 
for hundreds of technically trained Chi­ 
nese, which at present cannot be met, 
and for years to come the graduates 
of the Hongkong university will have 
exceptional opportunities for lucrative 
and brilliant careers in 
their own 
country.

She was the mother of four 
children and supported them by' doing 
family washings. 
At the time of the firo 
there was a six months old baby in the 
house and it was saved by a neighbor, 
who grabbed it from a couch which had 
become ignited from the burning dress of 
its sister.

In addition to the permission given 
all Ínteres'cd persons to fllo further 
statt luents with the ünauco commit- 
tee, Senator Simmons conceded to a 
group of western senators the right to 
appear 
and 
give 
their 
arguments 
against the free wool and free su^ar 
provisions that have been, agreed to 
by the Democrats of the house. 


A full meeting of the senate flnance 
committee is to be held. Republican 
senators will then renew the demand 
that general open hearings be given. 
The attitude of the majority of the 
Democratic members of the committee 
is against this, however. 
They say 
that such a course would delay tariff 
revision, and that no arguments would 
be brought forth that have not already 
been adduced in the hearings before 
the house committee, or in the briefs 
filed with the senate committee. 


The Underwood tariff bill, as finalb 
approved and revised by the caucus 
of house Democrats, was reported fa- 
vorably In the house by the ways aud 
means committee. 
Republican mem- 
bers filed a dissenting report, criticis- 
ing Its rates and the method of re- 
vision followed by the Democrats. 


The bill will be expedited through 
the house by limitation of debate. The 
Republicans are figuring ou seyeral 
amendments to be proposed in addi- 
tion to the proposed substitutes for 
the Underwood wool and cotton sched- 
ules. 


The senate Democratic leaders have 
given up hope of

Unburied Body Found 


After Half-Century 


Gettysburg. April 21,—Mute testimony 
to ono of the many tragedies of tho Battle 
of Gettysburg vi as found today in the wild 
mountain region eight, miles westof town, 
.when the body of a Confederate eohlier, 
with muf'h of his equipment, was discov- 
ered under almost a fool of leaf mould, 
the accumulation of half a century. 
Tho 
find was made by Clarence Will, 'while 
surveying a tract of land eeldoin traversed 
save by hunters. 
He was first attracted 
to it when he stepped on the barrel of the 
old musket. 
Digging away tho leaves, he 
found the hammer and lock and tho 
trade-marks showing tho English mane 
gun, which was much used in the Con 
federate army. 
A belt-buckle, part of a 
canteen, several dozen minnie balls and 
other equipment were found upon further 
search, and, finally, a shoo waa discover- 
ed 
All were close together btítween two 
huge rocks, and would possibly never 
have been discovered had not the survey- 
or's line chanced to run over the spot. 
All the woolen and cloth portions had 
long since decayed, and tho body of the 
man to whom they belonged had long 
since decomposed where it fell. 
A flat- 
tened bullet bore testimony to tho man- 
ner in wnich he met his death. 
The two 
large rocks are an eminence which com- 
mands a view for 20 miles or more, and 
overlooks the route of IJCO'S retreat afti^r 
the battle. 
A rear guard followed the 
Confederate army, 
Kilpatrick's Union 
Cavalry pursued over the same ground, 
and the theory is that the Confederate 
skirmisher was standing on one of the 
rocks v/hen struck by a Union bullet.

'T have often heard of a person be- 
ing scared to death, but only once 
have I heard of a person nearly dead 
being scared back 
to 
health 
and 
-strength, and I happen to have per- 
sonal knowledge of that one case," 
recently related a retired warship bar- 
ber, 


"It was right after the 
Franco-' 
Prussian war, and I was a barber on 
the federal transport Supply, a ves- 
sel that had been captured from the^ 
British and rebuilt. 
Barberlng in the 
navy was a little more strenuous in 
those days than now, and not so well 
paid. 
I got a 
dollar 
every 
three 
months from those I shaved, 


"The Supply sailed for France with 
a cargo of food donated by this coun- 
try for the relief of French war suf- 
ferers, if needed. 
The food did not 
seem to be needed, or It was after- 
ward sold iu London, 
On board was 
a raw recruit, whose first trouble was 
sea sickness. Then the vessel encoun- 
tered icebergs and storms, and 
for 
some time we were in danger of go- 
ing down. 
The recruit was scared 
Just as nearly to death as is posible 
for a person to be and still live. 
A 
strange result was he completely lost 
his appetite. The ship's doctor did all 
he could, but the recruit could n#t 
eat a thing and was slowly starving 
to death. 


**An effort was being made to keep 
him on his feet with liquid foods,when 
the thing happened that scared him 
back to his appetite. 
Just after wo 
got out of the storm a man died, and 
the recruit, who had been helped on 
deck into the sun, witnessed the bur- 
ial, 
The sight of the man being sent 
overboard to the sharks scared him 
so he coudln't stand up, and he had 
to be carried below and put Into his 
bunk; but at supper time that night 
he ate some solid food, and from then 
on his appetite came back till he was 
normal.

The recruit never accounted for» his 
his sudden determination to eat and

Not Infrequently manuscripts of lit 
erary treasures, long deemed to hare 
been lost forever, turn up in most un- 
likely places and by most utfllkelj 
means. 
These recovorles form an in- 
teresting and romantic chapter in the 
history of literature. 


It is said that the 
oldest 
known 
Greek manuscript of the New Testa- 
ment. now the chief treasure of a mu- 
seum at St. Petersburg, was about to 
be burnt, together with other and ap- 
parently valueless manuscripts, by the 
monks of a Syrian monastery, when 
by ft lucky chance Tischendorf inter- 
fered in time to save it. 


A page of another valuable Greek 
manuscript came to the Bishop 
of 
Uganto in a startling way. 
It 
was 
wrapped round a fish and brought Into 
the bishop's presence; when, by the 
merest chance, he examined it and 
found it to be a part of a^ treatise 
thought for many centuries to be lost. 
The good man ^•l8tened to the stall of 
the butcher in the market where the 
fish had been bought just in time to 
save the remaining pages of the treas- 
ure. 


Quite as lucky as this 
was 
the 
chance that led to the preservation of 
the Magna Charta from destruction. 
The story runs that Sir Robert Cotton 
had one day e n t e r e d ^ i s tailor's shop 
precisely at the moment when 
the 
tailor was about to cut up. for pat- 
terns, an ancient looking document 
whereto were attached many large and 
Imposing seals. 
Sir Robert arrested 
the hand of the tailor, even though he 
did not Immediately 
recognize 
the 
value of the document, which he pur- 
chased for a few cents. 
Today the 
priceless manuscript Is in a glass case 
at the British Museum, most carefully 
guarded 


Another valuable 
manuscript 
thai 
was about to be destroyed, after being 
smothered In dust for over two cen- 
turies in a moth-eaten coffer, was the 
famous Journal -of his Italian Travels 
written by Montaigne. 
This is now 
looked upon as one of the greatest of 
French literary treasures. 


A decorator at work In a room of 
Lincoln's Inn In London was one day 
preparing to repaint the celling, when 
a bundle of the state papers of Thur- 
low fell out from a false panel.

time lived as a bachelor. 
This was 
the manuscript of "In 
Memorlam." 
and it was to the poet himself that 
the recovery was due; for he remem- 
bered that the book wherein he had 
transcribed " the 
original 
draft 
had 
been hastily thrust Into the cupboard, 
where Tennyson also had been accus^ 
tomed to keep his pickles and jams. 
When the friends sent by the poet to 
recover the manuscript 
arrived 
on 
the scene, the contents of the cup- 
board had been removed by the land- 
lady. who was Just then engaged In 
her task of house cleaning, and tartly 
advised her visitors that they 
had 
come none too soon, inasmuch as she 
would that day have burnt all the 
"trash" she had found.—The Sunday 
Magazine.

DAINTIES WORTH REMEMBERING. 


Don't forget when there Is a sick 
one In the neighborhood to take in a 
little dish of some delicacy, which will 
mean a moment's thought to you but 
will bring hours of pleasant thoughts 
to you for your kindness. 
It is hard 
to realize how tired one becomes of 
everything and all Itinds of food un- 
less he has been on a bed of sickness. 


A dish of soup or broth, In a dainty 
bowl with a pretty doily on a plate 
will brlfhten up the invalid for an 
hour. A rose or a violet, a postal card 
even, which means scarcely nothing to 
you, will be a source of delight to the 
shut-in one. 


Here is a sweetmeat that most In- 
valids will enjoy and be able to eat: 
Mix together a cup each of puffed rice, 
raisins, figs and dates, with a bit of 
orange and lemon peel dried; put all 
through the meat grinder, ^nd make 
Into small balls or squares.

MAY TIE-UP THE COUNTRY 


Ltaders Say From 300,000 to 500,000 


Quit and That All Industries Wtll Be 


Affected. 


The vast political strike, planned 
by the Belgium Socialist Trade Union, 
L8 DO won in full force. 


Unlike most strikes, the movement 
is not for an Increase in wages or a 
betterment of working conditions; it 
is In protest against the refusal of 
the guvornment to grant the workers 
manhood 
suffrage 
and against the 
present system of plural voting. 


The first workmen to take part in 
the strike were the night shifts of the 
mines and mills throughout the coun- 
try, They left the various plants in 
charge of a few caretakers, told off by 
the Socialist leaders to keep the prop- 
erty from deterioration. 


The leaders say that from 300,000 to 
500,000 men have quit and that all in- 
dustries of the country will be affect- 
ed. There were numerous exceptions 
to the general walkout in many dis- 
tricts. The strike is complete In such 
places as the mining districts, but is 
scarcely discernible in some localities. 


In the city of Brussels itself the 
strike must be looked for to be found. 
Probably one-fourth of the workmen 
In the suburban factories did not re- 
port for work. The Socialist commit- 
tee estimated that 20^000 men had 
struck in the capital. 


Reports from the provinces tell of 
complete or nearly complete stoppage 
of work at Liege, Charleroi Möns, La 
Lcuviere and small cities. 
At Möns 
there are 40,000 strikers and at La 
Louviere 26,000, mo&t of them belong- 
ing to the metal, carriage building and 
tobacco trades. At the great seaport 
of Antwerp the strike did not appear 
until late in the day, and then only 
affected a part of the dork laborers. 
The movement has extended to other 
branches. Everything is quiet at Ant- 
werp. 


The suspension of work at the coal 
mines in the Charleroi district was 
complete. Sufficient men remained at 
their posts to keep the machinery in 
good order and the pumps working. 
The metal workers of the same vicin- 
ity have only partially quit, but it is 
understood that the remainder of the 
men in this trade will lay down their 
tools. 


Twenty strikers were arrested at 
Charleroi for interfering with work- 
ers. 
The total number on strike in 
that city is 60.000 out of 79,000 em- 
ployes in the various trades. 


At La Louviere the miners' .strike 
was general. 
All the factories there 
closed their doors except a pottery, 
which was running full force. 
The 
street cars were operated as usual 
during the forenoon, as the strike of 
the 
motormen and conductors was 
timed to begin in the evening. Some 
attempts were made to cut telegraph 
wires in the vicinity of La Louviere. 


The stoppage of work at Tournai 
was only partial in the quarries and 
coal mines. At the factories nearly the 
full complement of workers went into 
the shops.

The juvenile code bill, embodying 
mothers' pensions, passed th» house- 
In Columbus, Ohio, and when the- sen- 
ate »concurs on an unimportant amend* 
ment will go to Governor Cox for hi»- 
signature. 


The bill makes provisions for an an- 
nual tax levy of one-tenth of a inlll, 
which i^^ expected to create a fund 
each year of not less than $700,000.

mines and the extension of railways ' 
in China. There are already demands 
for hundreds of technically trained Chi- 
nese, which at present cannot be met, 
and for years to come the graduates 
of the Hongkong university will have 
exceptional opportunities for lucrative 
and brilliant careers in their own 
country.
